It is claimed that they will 
have to cut meat within two oun¬ 
ces which is very difficult if not 
impossible. 

For various reasons other ele¬ 
ments have expressed themselves 
us opposed to the new rationing.

Under the present system every 
type of meat product comes under 
the ration except poultry and fish. 
Canned meats which have been 
frozen for some time, will be on 
the market again under rationing. 

In order that customers may get 
value for the brown “M” coupons 
ii\ ration books, each coupop will 
represent 8 tokens. Under this 
plan the buyer can buy less meat 
at one time than the entire coupon 
value. The ration allows every in¬ 
dividual about 1 1/3 lbs. of meat 
per week, or about 2 lbs. carcass 
weight. 

The meat cuts vary in value. 
Group A which includes bacon, 
cooked poik, etc. allows 1 pound 
for a coupon. Group B which run* 
to 1(4 lbs. a coupon, includes beef¬ 
steaks, round or sirloin tip; veal 
cutlets, whole frfesh ham and so 
on. Group C. running 2 lbs. a cou¬ 
pon, includes hindquarters, sirloin, 
veal loin, side pork,- jellied meats, 
liver, kidney, sweetbreads. Group 
D at 2V4 lhs. a coupo.n, includes 
beef short ribs, veal flank, poik

the conservation of the grazing 
lands and feed reserves of the 
country. Surplus horses were 
ruining the pasture reserves, and 
were a liability to the livestock. 

Today this liability is-being turned 
into an asset. A contract for 10,- 
000 tons oFhorse meat, both cann¬ 
ed and pickled, has been obtained 
from the Belgium Government by 
the Horse Co’-.operative Marketing 
Association. Two processing plants 
are being established; one at Ed¬ 
monton to serve Northern Alberta 
and Northern Saskatchewan and 
the other at Swift Current to 
serve Northern Alberta and Nor¬ 
thern Saskatchewan and the other 
at Swift Current to serve Southern- 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. They 
will be in operation before October 
T and the contract wilLinvolve the 
movement of over 100,000 horses 
before January, 1947. This move¬ 
ment will stabilize the livestock in¬ 
dustry more than any other single 
factor in tl.e two provinces. That 
is the objective behind those who 
have given, their time and energy 
to this project.

IT will be good news to Canadians to learn that at 

long last steps are being taken to give people of 
this country the legal right to call themselves “Can¬ 
adians.” The next census taker who comes along, and 
the Canadian immigration officers will have to ac¬ 
cept our official status as Canadians. It has been an 
irritation to an ever-growing element in this country 
that they are classified under the general heading of 
British subjects. They are unquestionably proud to 
be British subjects, but they have felt that it is a be¬ 
trayal of their native land to have no legal recogni¬ 
tion of the fact that they are first and foremost 
Canadian citizens. 

Those who have felt most keenly on this matter 
are the many whose families have lived in Canada 
for generations. Their people founded Canadff and 
from generation to generation played a part in all 
development. Any family link that was maintained 
with the old land was snapped fifty, perhaps one 
hundred years ago. They have no sentimental tie 
with any country but Canada. 

In spite of this exclusive identity, they were

At long last after all the achievements of two 
world wars, and after all the pei^Aii ttlf 'progress in 
trade and settlement, we are to stand before the 
world as Canadians.- It is a good day when that

Perhaps we are even to have'a flag of our own. 

The admission of British subjects from other parts 
of the Commonwealth has been in the past tacitly 
accepted as readiness to become Canadians. But it is 
suggested that after a period of a few years they 
should be required to declare intention of allegiance 
to Canada, and they might also be required to indi¬ 
cate some familiarity with Canadian history and ad¬ 
ministration. It is also suggested that the process of 
naturalization be made more impressive in proce¬ 
dure. It is possible that Canada may adopt the 
American system of two stages, first declaration of 
intention, and secondly actual granting of citizenship

A NEW OB IECTIVE 


\I7ITH the requirements for overseas’ shipments of 
" cigarettes greatly diminishing the High River 
Sports’ committee is turning attention to new objec¬ 
tives. This is not to say that the demand on the 
Smokes’ fund has ceased, and it will not cease so 
long as men of this district are on occupational duty, 
or are in military hospitals or engaged in armed 
service duty outside Canada. But the major call on 
the fund is lessening all the time, and the end of the 
war finds the Sports’ committee with approximately 
$3800 in the treasury. 

High commendation has been earned by the citi¬ 
zens who have taken a leading pait in maintaining 
the steady shipment of cigarettes, and keeping the 
funds replenished.This has been done mainly through 
the annua] summer Sports’ day, now a well estab¬ 
lished event, together with smaller revenues from 
winter carnival, dances, concerts and such means. 
These frequent activities have represented continu¬ 
ing labor on the part of a few people, earning the 
gratitude of the recipients of the cigarettes as “well 
'as all people of the district who also helped by gen¬ 
erous support. 

The question now rising is the best possible use to 
which funds on hand can be put. Since they were 
raised on behalf of the Smokes’ fund any project 
contemplated should have some link with armed ser¬ 
vices. One proposal is that the money on hand might 


form the nucleus for a Community hall, which would 
be in the nature of a War Memorial. With this in 
view,^ it seems likely that the Sports’ committee, 
which has proved so competent and willing in the 
past, might continue its good work. 

• The annual Sports’ day has been conducted most 
successfully, from the standpoint of entertainment 
and financial returns. It could be developed even far¬ 
ther, and there seems every likelihood that other 
seasonal events in aid of such a memorial woulu 
draw enthusiastic support. Other town and district 
organizations might have their own means of add¬ 
ing to the fund. Whatever is planned, it would be 
well to decide on some worthwhile objective as speed 
ily as possible before enthusiasm has time to lapse. 

A very timely warning was issued at a recent 
meeting of the SportS’ committee.^ Thaf was the 
danger of letting the now substantial/funds on hand 
dribble away piece-meal in small gifts without any¬ 
thing finally to show for it. \ 

The Sports’ committee i3 a going concern with 
real momentum, backed up by public confidence and 
support. If they should decide on something in the 
nature of a Memorial hall it would be an enduring 
undertaking, of inestimable benefit to the general 
public; to the men returning to this district from 
overseas, and to the eternal procession of young 
-people.

1. THE CHALLENGE OF FOOD 
PRODUCTION 


By Dean R. $>. Sinclair 
(NOTE—This is the first of a ser¬ 
ies by this well-known authority, 
written expressly for the Weekly 
Press of the Prairie Provinces) 

At the peak of the depression of 
the early thirties farmers in some 
countries were paid for the wheat 
which they didn’t raise, young 
pigs were slaughtered to produce 
tankage or were dumped into the 
sea. There appeared to be -too 
much food in sight but at the same 
times millions of people were starv¬ 
ing in other parts of the world. 
Actually there \vas not too much 
food if it had been properly dis¬ 
tributed. A careful study of the 
records shows that there has never 
been too much food in the world 
when the actual needs of all of the 
people have been taken, into ac¬ 
count. 

The.United Nations Food Con¬ 
ference held at Hot Springs, Vir¬ 
ginia, in 1943 set itself to the task 
of studying what could be done to 
improve the standard of nutrition 
of the peoples of the member na¬ 
tions through better distribution of 
the available food. It was recog¬ 
nized that people must be able to 
purchase food if it is made avail¬ 
able to them and at the same time 
the farmer must be assured a fair 
return for what he produces. The 
words uttered by the late President 
Roosevelt at the conclusion of this 
epoch-making conference have re¬ 
sounded throughout the United 
Nations. He said: “You have sur¬ 
veyed with courage and with real¬ 
ism the magnitude of these prob¬ 
lems and have reached unanimous 
agreement that they can, and must 
—and will—be solved . . . The ob¬ 
jective, as men" know_ fron* long 
and bitter experience will not be 
easy to achieve. But you and I 
know also that throughout history 
there has been no more worth¬ 
while, no more inspiring challenge. 
That challenge will be met.” 

There is a determination abroad 
that the objectives of the Foou 
Conference must be woven into the 
pattern of any World Security Or¬ 
ganization that, is designed. Na¬ 
tional policies which are being de¬ 
veloped to relate our production to 
that of other countries and to offer 
some protection against collapse of 
prices suggest that agriculture can 
move forward with a feeling of 
security that it has not had in the 
past. 

It is proper at this time for the 
farmers of the Prairie Provinces 
to examine their position and see 
where they fit Into this scheme of 
better human nutrition and an ex¬ 
panding consumption of food pro¬ 
ducts. Our problem is not only 
one of producing food for the im¬ 
mediate needs of starving millions 
in devastated countries but one in¬ 
volving a long-term programme 
which will affect generations to 
come. 

We have largely passed the 
stage of the pioneer outlook in 
connection with farming in West¬ 
ern Canada. The sons and grand¬ 
sons of the early settlers have 
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agriculture. The savings which 
have been put by in the form of 
Victory Bonds during the war may 
well be the means of making it 
possible to make a switch over 
from temporary experiments to per 
manent improvements. Yes, we are 
going to be engaged in this busi¬ 
ness of producing food in Western 
Canada for a long time to come. 

The records set in agricultural 
production in Western Canada dur¬ 
ing the years of the present war, 
in spite of handicaps of equipment 
and labour, indicate that we can 
still go a long way in increasing 
our contributions to the world’s 
stock of food supplies. We have 
vast undeveloped soil resources. 
Thousands of our boys are going 
t( settle tin the land when they are 
released from military service. We 
will have to consider making room 
for some of those who would like 
to come here from countries where 
the farms have been plundered and 
devastated by a ruthless enemy. 
How can we organize our resources 
so that we may meet the challenge 
and opportunity of feeding the 
people of the world more ade¬ 
quately and at the same time bring 
about a higher standard of farm 
life on the prairies? We will study 
this question in the short articles 
which will follow in this series.

petitive position in which she has 
been placed at the request of Brit¬ 
ish authorities. 

Just how much bacon the Danes 
will be able to ship to Britain in 
the near future is a matter of con¬ 
jecture. Theoretically, Danish ba¬ 
con is supposed to be used to feed 
Europe lather than Britain. But 
the shipment which arrived in Bri¬ 
tain a short time ago was reput¬ 
edly sent because otherwise it 
would have spoiled due to lack of 
proper transport facilities within 
Europe itself. 

Actually the Danes included in 
the shipment a considerable ton¬ 
nage of their best fresh bacon as 
the old bacon had badly, de¬ 
teriorated thorugh storage. As 
well, they accompanied the ship¬ 
ment with a great fanfare of pub¬ 
licity. 

Canadian representations are de¬ 
signed to make sure that as this . 
competitive race Tiepins, the Can¬ 
adian product is not at a disadvan¬ 
tage with that of Denmark. 

In addition, Canada is, of course 
very much troubled about her abil¬ 
ity to maintain regular supply to 
Britain during 1946. Present crop 
prospects, together with a steady 
swing away from hogs and into 
wheat on the part of western far¬ 
mers, have put an alarming com¬ 
plexion on the outlook for 1946 ex¬ 
ports. 


Canada’s Ninth Victory Loan 
will open on October 22nd and will 
be the biggeat-ewar-floated in this 
country, the Honorable J. L. Ilsley 
announced .recently,, The loan will 
cover Canada’s borrowing needs 
for the next twelve months, the 
Minister of Finance explained, 
making it unenecessary to have 
another campaign next spring. 

“One large loan now instead of 
two smaller loans, one now and 
another in the Spring of 1946, 
means a real saving of time, effort 
and expense," he said. “It is pos¬ 
sible to aim for a full year’s needs 
in one loan because Canada’s bor¬ 
rowing requirements over the next 
twelve months will not be as large 
as they have been in recent years. 

“With victory, woh, we now face 
new tasks. For instance, men in 
hundreds of thousands must be 
biought back to their homeland 
from overseas. This will take 
-time because of shipping shortages 
a id conttimthg operations in occu¬ 
pied areas. Meanwhile, they must 
be paid, fed, housed and caret] for 
in 'a hundred-and-one different 
ways. 

“Then, the wounded and the sick 
must be restored to health- Veter¬ 
ans will be given a good start in 
civilian life. Many will be trained 
for new jobs. War service gratu¬ 
ities and re-esta'blishment credits 
will be paid. These and other re¬ 
habilitation outlays involve hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

“People in war-torn countries 
need food, clothing, medical • and 
other supplies to relieve suffering 
and distress. The United Nations, 
including Canada, are making gifts 
of essential supplies to these peo¬ 
ples. Canada is also lendbig mon¬ 
ey to countries in war areas r.o 
help them buy supplies : n Canada 
urgently needed to overcome the 
losses and devastation of war. 

“Then, there are outlays of var¬ 
ious kinds to clean up the war pro¬ 
gram, and to start us on our way 
towards normal peacetime living. 

“These tasks, and these needs, 
are reasons why Canada's borrow¬ 
ing requirements for the next year 
will remain at a high level even

The Old. Old Story 

It was with great satisfaction 
that we read a statement issued by 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge, to the effect that if 
farmers fail to control soil drifting, 
the necessary measures will, some 
day, have to be enforced.

Soil drifting has been very serious 
in parts of Western Canada this 
year.

Now the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board says that all flour 
produced in Canada must be pro¬ 
duced for human consumption. At 
the same time Canada’s flour mills 
are to be operated at peak capac¬ 
ity. This will mean the utilization 
of Canadian labor, and the produc¬ 
tion of more flour for the devas¬ 
tated countries of the world. 

So long as European countries 
are in need of flour then it is deem- 
ed-advisabla to put Canadian man¬ 
power to work producing that flour 
instead of exporting wheat alone 
and allowing it to be milled in 
Europe. 

This may mean a drop in the ex¬ 
port of wheat, but it will mean an 
increase in^the exports of flour. 

Canadian flour mills, officials of 
the Wartime Prices Board say, 
have been doing a splendid job in 
filling their quotas and getting ex¬ 
port flour out. 

However, there will be no rhov*- 
age of Canadian flour for dom •fc 
use as Canada’s dome stic needs are 
to be met before Europe’s needs 
are considered. 


Red Ensign 
Canada’s Flag? 


Japan Signs UnconditiQital Sur¬ 
render Ending Global Conflict. 
Chinese-Russian Troubles 

Smoothing Out. ^ 


Canada is likely to have a flag 
of its own. This is going to be one 
of the questions up in parliament 
at this session. Pending approval, 
of a national design, the govern¬ 
ment has authorized use of the red 
ensign whenever a distinctive Can¬ 
adian flag is desired. This was the 
flag carried into battle by the Can¬ 
adian army. 

Another important piece of leg¬ 
islation will be the giving of legal 
statqs to “Canadian” as a nation¬ 
ality. This would mean that Cana¬ 
dians would not have to list them¬ 
selves as British subjects when¬ 
ever legal nationality was called 
for. 

These two questions, of flag and 
Canadian nationality have beer) 
lively issues in Canada for many 
years and public opinion has been 
far. in advance of parliamentary 
action. It is expected that the cere¬ 
mony of naturalization wilf be 
made much more impressive. 

Other matters before parliament 
include further measures to assist 
the destitute in Europe; ratifica¬ 
tion of the United Nations charter 
for peace maintenance; special 
powers for reconstruction period; 
abolishing national war service?,, 
and merging of war departments 
into reconstruction department. 


Last Sunday, Sept. 2, Japan sur¬ 
rendered formally to the Allies. 
The ceremony took place aboard 
the U.S. Mtasouri in Tokyo Bay, 
with U.S., British, Chinese, Aus¬ 
tralian,- Canadian, French, Dutch 
and. New 'Zealand representatives 
present. The Japanese emperor, 
through signatures of his repre¬ 
sentatives accepted the Potsdam 
decla ration which Called for elim¬ 
ination for all time of those who 
led Japan to war. That country, 
which has not known defeat j-for 
2600 years, is now subject to the 
will of the allies with all her con¬ 
quests stripped and complete dis¬ 
armament. 

It was on Sept. 1, 1989, that Hit¬ 
ler, on the other side of th.e world, 
entered Poland. On Sept. 3 Britain 
declared war against Germany, 
and Canada followed suit on Sept. 
11 th. 

In the Asiatic sphere, Japan had 
been invading China openly for 
eight years, and the destruction of 
Pearl Harbor which brought Unit¬ 
ed States into the war occurred 
Dec. 11, 1942. 

It is understood that General 
MacArthur will put a million 
troops into the occupation zone, 
and a good proportion will remain 
till It is positive that Japan is set¬ 
ting up a government that will for¬ 
ward world peace. Britain will re- 
occUpy the Crown colony of Hong 
Kong, ceded in 1842. China su^ 
gests that Hong Kong should be 
handed back, but the whole ques¬ 
tion of .U.S. and British bases in 
the Pacific will be settled later. 

Premier Soong and Premier 
Stalin have recently come to agree 
ment nfhich relieves fear of Rus- 
sian-Chanese trouble. Chinese sov¬ 
ereignty over all Manchuria is 
recognized, but so also is the devel¬ 
opment instituted by Russia on the 
northern fringe of Manchuria. The 
Russians will be given free port 
privileges at Dairen, and Port Ar¬ 
thur is to be a joint naval base for 
Russia and China. Russia will not 
interfere in China’s internal af¬ 
fairs, and Chiang-Kai-Shek’s ad¬ 
ministration. This leaves the Gen¬ 
eral free to bring about unity be¬ 
tween the Cqmmunistic war lords 
in northern China, and his own 
followers. This Russo-Chinese 
agreement may be very important 
to world peace. 

Britain was roused by President 
Truman’s notice that lend-lease 
would be cancelled. But this notifi¬ 
cation has been -modified by the 
Truman recommendation to Con¬ 
gress that 42 billions of lend-lease 
should be written off by United 
States. The idea of Truman’s is 
that though world nations may 
now have to stand on their own 
feet in trade, the lowering of trade 
barriers in the spirit "of^ the At¬ 
lantic charter should -be pursued. 
This will assist trade, and if small 
needy countries can have extension 
of credits they will swing back to 
normal. The aim of the new world 
league is to extend credit to na^ 
tions for their recovery.

Inside the paper are large adver¬ 
tisements from mining companies, 
logging camps and farmers almos? 
screaming for labor. 

To most Canadians this will fail 
to make any sense—thousands of 
jobs available throughout British 
Columbia and unemployment de¬ 
veloping in Vancouver because 
workers there will not leave the 
city. It will be time enough to talk 
about an unemployment problem 
in Canada when industry and ag¬ 
riculture can get the workers they 
need.
